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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments would require further search and/or consideration. 
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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The restriction requirement is maintained. 
Cliams are directed to a method of manufacturing a steeel plate. The 112, second paragraph issues are maintained because of non- 
entry of the amendment. Applicant argues that Mabuchi fails to teach the newly amended claim limitations. Applicant's arguments are 
unpersuasive in view of the non-entry of the amendment. Applicant argues that Mabuchi fails to teach a distribution ratio to control the 
supply of acid to at least 2 tanks. It's well within the level of the skilled arisan to determine the total amount of acid based on the amount 
in each tank. Additionally, applicant's cliams is not comensurate in scope with the claimed invention. Applicant further argues that 
Mabuchi fails to teach varying the acid concentration in one tank with respect to another. Applicant's claim is only directed to 
determining the total amount of acid and distributing a portion of the acid to each tank, the limitations of which are clearly taught by 
Mabuchi. Applicant's admits that the distribution rato of Mabuchi is "no different" than the "claimed distribution ratio. This further 
supports the examiner's position that the prior art of Mabuchi teaches the claimed limitations. 
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
